The Reaſons for the Txdrment. 


Por that the Elſtate Iimaced to the firſt Son of Henry Long was a Contingent Remainder, and by the 
Kul: of Law mult vet in fome perſon, betorc the Determimation, or at the ume of the Determination 
f the precedent Eftatc, or clſt wouid then be abſolutely void, ior want of a precedent Eftate to 
ſupport it; and can ncver after velt : Therctore che Ettare tor Late, which Henry had, determining 
by his Death, the Remainder, limurcd to his: firſt Son, (he having no Son then born ) was utterly 
duttroyed ; and the Eſtare, limited to Richard Long, upon Henry's Death was immediately velted in 


him; *and no Eſtate can accrew to the Son of Hemy, born atter his Death, and fo out of time ; bur 


he 15 totally excluded. 

Eor that to conſtrue, That the Eſtate limited to the firſt Son of Henry was not a contingent Re- 
mainder, bur an Executory Deviſe, as the Council for the Plainnff in the Writ of Error inſiſted, would 
be to create and introduce a perpetuity, which cannot be made but by Act of Parliament ; and there- 
by the force of a Common Recovery, One of the principal Aſſurances of the Kingdom, wall be clu- 
ded, and many Inconveniencies will thereby enfuc. 


The Rule on which this Caſe was adjudged has been always held as certain as any one matter 1n 
the Law, there never having been any one Judgment to the contrary ; and a contrary Judgment wil 
be 2 breach of a fundamental Point in Law ; and 'twill be a Precedent for other Caſcs, and of infinite 
conſequence and nuſchict to a multitude of perſons whoſe Titles depend on the fame Point, and un- 
der which they have purchaſed and do hold, as ander the ſecurity of the moſt certain Rule in the Law ; 
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and many Scttlements of great Eftates will thereby be oycrturn'd, and Families ruin'd.
